Prof. J. W. Davis Gets Excited 
Over Oil Business in Cum- 
berland County. 

MaRROWHONK, July 31.— A few days 
ago 1 came to Cumberland county to 
visit tuv father, who has been lo feeble 
heal tb lor some time, aod when I ar 
rived I found all greatly excited over 
the oil boom, or as some express it, tbe 
"probability of Cumberland couoty be- 
ing blown up at any time." Cumber- 
ieua’s oil fields have fpr tome time 
beeo atlracllug the attcotioo of oil 
meo. lo fact tbe first oil well In the 
Colled States was drilled near Uurks- 
vllle about H2D There have been a 
number of wells pul down from time lo 
time sioce theo aod some drv holes 
have beeo the result, while others have 
beeo wonderful guibeis The Greets 
burg Oil Co., of Greeoshurg, Fa , was 
drilling a well to Salt Lick lteod aod 
about I o’clock Tuesday moroiog July 
22 wbeo they bad reached the depth of 
4tki feet the oil and ga* shot high In 
the air, forcing the drill nearly out of 
place. The oil quickly Ignited from the 
eogloe aod lo less than fire minutes 
the machinery aod everything else 
within reach was destroyed. It has 
burned constantly since with a blaze 
some 50 or *H» feet high aod at Intervals 
of about ID tui nine* the oil and ga* la 
shot high Into the air while the (lames 
leap to tbe height of at least 150 feet 
Wh.a it belches forth this great quan- 
tity of oil aod gas aod teods tbe flames 
high lo tbe air, the beat becomes to 
loteoso that tbe people who have come 
miles to see the wonderful sight, have 
to »iaod hack at least 50 yards from the 
well. Oil meo from all parts of the 
country are gathering oo the scene, 
tanks are being built aod machinery 
put on the ground to put dowo other 
well* 

It has beeo consuming this great 
quantity of oil for about a week now 
and preparations are belog made to 
blow It out soon. It Is reported that 
prices offered for leases In this bend 
are from to 910 to 920 per acre and none 
can be had even at these figures. The 
owner of ao adjoining farm was offered 
9500 for a lease on enough land to bore 
one well aod refused. I think a con- 
servative estimate of the amount of oil 
•hot forth every 10 mioutes would be 
two or threb barrels, which would 
make It al least 300 barrels a day. I 
will not continue this any further but 
one can hardly realise wbal a stam- 
pede ti has caused unless they could see 
the great crowas of people traveling 
long distances day and night to see this 
wonderful volcauo. Yours,

A WORD IN SEASON. 

We publish, elsewhere In this Issue, 
tbe action of the democratic committee 
f jr this county on last Saturday relative 
to tbe method of nominating candidates 
fyr judge and commonwealth's attor- 
ney. We heartily approve of this ac 
tlon and of the end it was Intended to 
ac-iompliib. The chairmen of the com- 
mittees for the four counties composing 
tbs judicial district constitute the dis- 
trict committee, whose duty It Is to de- 
nrrnlne the lime and manner of select- 
ing the parly oomtnees. These chair- 
mao are but the creatures of their re 
spectlve committees, being removable 
by them at their pleasure, and It seems 
only proper and* right that they should 
receive aod obey instructions from tbe 
bodies of which they are Intended to be 
but the mouthpieces. Nor Is it open to 
any doubt whatever that the democrats, 
not only of Lincoln, but of Garrard, 
Boyle aod Mercer, the voters, the 
“boys in tbe trenches," prefer a pri- 
mary election to a delegated conven- 
tion and that they prefer It very 
greatly. We have taken some pains to 
ascertain bv actual Inquiry the parly 
feeling on this subject, and we coo 
hdeotly aver that eight democrats out 
of ten in this district are of this mind. 
Nor are the reasoos far to seek. A 
primary expresses the will of the entire 
party, col that of an Inconsiderable 
faction only. It gives to each member 
of tbe party full opportunity, from 6 
o’clock In the morning until 4 o’clock 
In the evening, to indicate bis choice, 
aod In the most convenient way, at bis 
home voting place, Instead of at the 
county courthouse. It gives to his vote 
tbe same poteocy, It protects It with 
the tame privacy, aod safeguards it 
with tbe same care aod with tbe same 
legal sanctions as are thrown around it 
at a regular election. It Is simple, It 
is perfectly fair to every cindldate, It 
Is attended, In a district of only four 
cojotles, with less expense even aod 
lesi annoyance than any other method 
ever devised, and above all it Is a cer- 
lalo aod unmistakable declaration of 
the real choice of the people. In point 
of convenience, ecooomy, certainty, 
fairness aod freedom from opportunity 
or appearance of fraud, this method is 
Immeasurably superior to the conven- 
tion method. What rational aod can 
did objections can there be to its adop- 
tion? There is indeed but one reason 
fur a candidate, or his friends, opposlog 
a popular vote, and, bluntly, it Is this: 
they do not believe be is tbe choice of 
the people, but they do hope he may 
be declared the choice of an adroitly 
manipulated convention of county-town 
politicians. 

On tbe other band, tbe defects aod 
tbe positive evils of the convention 
method are apparent on the slightest 
reflection, aod are Indeed well known 
to our people frem bitter experience. 
Tbe mass-meeting* to appoint delegate* 
are not held all day hut at a !Ued hour 
aod for about five minutes. Those who 
are not presem to the minute are dis- 
franchised, aod generally not more 
than one-tenth of the people are, or 
can be, present.

In tbe conven- 
tion thus composed, and dominated al- 
ways by tbe lew who are masters of 
parliamentary law while the mass of 
delegates are actually as helpless as If 
they were deaf and dumb aod tied to 
their seats, tbe good of the party is 
never once thought of, corrupt com- 
binations are easy, nay more, they are 
Inevitable, aod tbe outcome Is a pub- 
He scaodal and bitter aod disastrous 
party strife. Ie not every word of this 
true? Will any candid mao who ha* 
ever attended a convention, or who ha* 



read of It* doing* In the newspapers, 
deny a single Item of tbe indictment? 

The gentlemen who constitute the 
district committee will at their meet 
ing on next Saturday make their choice 
between these two methods, the one 
eminently fair aod satisfactory, the 
O.berlnlts practical workings notor- 
iously unfair and unsatisfactory. We 
are hut an humble private In the ranks 
and shall not assume to dictate to the 
gentlemen who are wearing the shoul- 
der straps. We fare only saying out 
what eight |democrats out of ten are 
thinking, and we are thus saving it, 
not io the Interest of any Individual or 
slate, though we have our decided pref- j 
erence like others, and shall express it j 
at the polls, if given the chance, but 
solely for the highest good of the party 
Yet the committee will do well to 
realize that it represents more than 
5,000 democratic voters, and not merely 
some half-dozen officeseekers, and it 
will do well also to Inform itself of the 
wants and feelings of those voter* aod 
to then take them into very serious ac- 
count.
